DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. The variations in A-F, etc., 
produce compounds that lack unity of invention. 

Group I, the instances wherein A, B form a pyridine, C-F form a thiophene and no 

additional terocycle is present. 

Group II, the instances wherein A and B form a pyridine, C-F form a furan and no 
additional heterocycle is present. 

Group III, the instances A and B form a pyridine, C-F form an imidazole and no additional 
heterocycle is present. 

Group IV, the instances wherein A and B form a pyridine, C-F form a 1 ,2-4-triazole and 
no additional heterocycle is present. 

Group V, the instances wherein A and B form a pyridine, C-F form a pyridine and no 

additional heterocycle is present. 
Group VI, any compounds not grouped in the above groups because claim 1 is too vague 

to further group. 

Group VII, Claims 42-44, 46, 49, 52, 54, 57, 66, 69, 75, 78, 82 and 85, drawn to multiple 

uses. 
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The inventions listed as Groups I-VII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Groups I-VI and VII are related as products and multiple uses. In the instant case, the 
products as claimed can be used in materially different processes as evidenced by applicants' 
own claims and specification. 

Due to the numerous variables in A-F, G, H, etc., and their widely divergent meanings, 
and the numerous uses, a precise listing of inventive groups cannot be made. Illustrative of 
different inventive concepts may be made by reference to the compounds in the Examples of the 
instant application, as for example: 
the compounds of 
I compound 1, 

II. compound 2, 

III. compound 5, 

IV. compound 12 etc., 

The claims herein lack unity of invention under PCT Rule 13.1 and 13.2 since the 
compounds defined in the claims lack a significant structural element qualifying as the special 
technical feature that defines a contribution over the prior art. In these claims, the numerous 
variables, complex meanings and their seemingly endless permutations, makes it virtually 
impossible to determine the full scope and complete meaning of the claimed subject matter. The 
variable core created by A-F do not belong to a recognized class of chemical compounds in the 
art. Moreover, the substituents on the structure vary extensively and when taken as a whole result

in vastly different compounds. Accordingly, unity of invention is considered to be lacking and 
restriction of the invention in accordance with the rules of unity of invention is considered to be 
proper. 

In the event of an election of either Groups I, II, III, IV, V, VI or VII, applicants are 
required to elect a single compound. 

Claims 1-41, 59-62, 64, 65, 72-74 and 81 will be examined to the extent readable on the 
elected compounds. 

In the event of an election Group VII, applicants are requested to elect one method of use, 
i.e., a specific disease. 

With the election of a specific exemplified compound, a generic concept, will be identified 
by the examiner as the inventive group for examination. 

37 CFR 1.475(b) an international or a national stage application containing claims drawn 
to different categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are 
drawn only to one of the following combination of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specifically adapted for the manufacture of said product; 
or 

(2) A product and process of use of said product; or 

(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, 
and a use of the said product; or 

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the 
said process; or 

(5) A product, a process specifically adapted for the manufacture of the said product, 
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and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the said process. 

(c) If an application contains claims to more or less than one of the combination of 
categories of inventions set forth in paragraph (b) of this section, unity of invention might not be 
present. 

(d) If multiple products, processes of manufacture, or uses are claimed, the first invention 
of the category first mentioned in the claims of the application and the first recited invention of 
each of the other categories relied thereto will be considered as the main invention in the claims. 

(e) The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are claimed in separate 
claim or as alternatives within a single claim. 

Because these inventions lack unity of invention for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. All claims directed to a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations 
of the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior 
to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection 
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are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim 
will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821.04(b). 

Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, 
applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during prosecution to require the 
limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the right to 
rejoinder. Applicants are reminded of propriety of process of use claims in consideration of 
the "reach-through "format, which is drawn to mechanistic, receptor binding or enzymatic 
functionality. Reach through claims are considered lacking of descriptive and enabling support 
from the specification. Further, note that the prohibition against double patenting rejections of 
35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is withdrawn by the examiner 
before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01. 

Applicant may file the divisional subject matter noted in divisional applications. If 
applicant wishes a generic expression of the elected invention the claims here need be amended 
to reflect that election. 
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Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(i).
